Hello: 

Per our conversation yesterday, the newest version of Sen. Liu's Right to Rest legislation was introduced this 
month as SB 876: Homelessness . In short, the bill's intent is the same as SB 608 in providing the "right to 
rest" in public places. While some of the language specific to BID agents that was included in SB 608 last 
year was removed, the general intent remains intact and something that should be on our radar. 

Because the bill cannot be taken up before Feb. 14, the earliest the Committee it has been assigned to - 
Senate Transportation & Housing - could hear it would be Feb. 16. I have a contact on the committee that 
will give me a heads up when scheduled, in the meantime I strongly recommend CDA and each individual 
organization dust off and update their letters to send in.
